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Ghosts S of politics In the April 
election popped up and rattled 
•round at the Lindenhurst village 1 
{board meeting Monday night; ;^ 

Citizen Lowell Graves, former 
village trustee who was defeated 
along with the entire slate -of Citi- 
zen's Party candidates, presented a 
list of eight "statements" made' by 
the opposing party during campaign- 
ing. The sum total of the state- 
ments indicates the preidous village 
board was guilty of malfeasance in 
office, Graves said, 

ASSIGNED AS "ghost- chasers" 
by Village President Robert Randall 
were the present village vcommittees 
who were'given 30 days to come .up 
with a report on the charges made. 

Graves said- he was bringing up 
the statements . because results of 
the election seemed to- indicate that 
the voters put great credence in the 
statements. If untrue, they may 
have been made by "lack of intent 
(to indicate malfeasance) ... or lack 
of knowledge," Graves said. If they 
are true, he said that the previous 
all-Citizen's Party Village Board 
may have been guilty of improper, 
actions. 

THE STATEMENTS, which both 
sides agreed were written, mostly 
came from an- 11 -point platform 
drawn up by the Conservative-Pro- 
gressive party. They included: 

A proposal to cut weeds at least 
twice a year. "Is this new?" Graves 
asked. 

Increase the percentage of fees 
that the building commissioner 
should get , was another proposal. 
"What should be the proper fee?" 
said Graves. 

An independent source should per- 
form all percolation tests. "Who 
should do it and what price?" 

A question was raised by the C-P 
Party about code numbers on check 
vouchers. 

A claim that Village jobs were 
issued without process of low bids. 

A question of the failure of the, 
board to go back and get $5,000 in 
money, indicating the board lost 
the money. 

Minutes of board -meetings were 
to be, sent to every resident but that 
had been dropped. 

What about the shopping center? 
Graves asked what that meant to 
the duties of the board. 

"MY REPUTATION in the village 
has been somewhat impaired by the* 
statements made," Graves said. 

"A split board means no progress 
in the village. We must get the air 
cleared so we can begin to progress 
again," he said, speaking of- the vil- 
lage as a whole. At present the 
board is composed of three from each 
party with village president Ran- 
dall being a Citizen's Party member 
and voting in case of ties. 

Randall exercised that tie-break- 
ing vote Monday night to defeat a 
proposed amendment by Trustee 
Charles Pawlowski to the minutes of 
the previous meeting. Pawlowski 
wanted a statement, made by the 
village engineer on his opinion of the 
chances of the Lindenhurst Water 
Co. to sell to the village, Included 
In the minutes. The Citizen's Party 
members dismissed the statement as 
an opinion only and not a fact. 

Df OTHER business, the board 
tot up a budget schedule with a spe- 
cial meeting June 1 to draw up and 
para down budget requests from 
each committee. The money will be 
appropriated at the regular meeting 
in July. Review will be made at the 
August meeting 

An interim census for the village 
still may be taken about August, 
the board decided, if it is found 
through a preliminary study that 
population is up at least 300. The 
continually revised population fig- 
ure is needed to increase the village's 
return of money from the state. It 
is estimated that increased income 



derived from a 300-peraon increase 
would be 'profitable after costs of 
the census are taken out 

TRUSTEE PAWLOWSKI suggest- 
ed a continual census be worked but 
to keep closer watch ion births and* 
deaths in the village. ; He presented 
thoughts on a central village report- 
ing system and will attempt to work 
out a proposal for the board. ; ' 

Efforts ■ of the village to collect 
more sales taxes on goods sold in the 
village are -being held up because 
Village Attorney Effls Fuqua does 
not have a- complete list of mer- 
chants doing business in the. com- 
munity. The license and ordinance 
committee will provide a list soon. 

Fres., Randall read a letter from 
Antioch oil dealer W. V. Lahti who 
said that he has been watching ef- 
forts, of the village to get the addi- 
tional sales tax money. He notified 
the board that he has been trying 
to credit all sales made by his com- 
pany to the village so it may collect 
the half per cent in sales tax money. 

The board also completed its roster 
of officers with unanimous rehiring 
of appointive officers! 



Antioch Takes 
Sales Lead 
Again In March 

Antioch moved up again during 
March to take the western Lake 
County lead in retail sales in fig- 
ures reported by the secretary of 
state. 

The community received $3,504.67 
as its share of retailer's municipal 
occupational tax collected. The 
amount represents one half per cent 
of the business done in the com- 
munity during the month.

A discussion of the defeat of the 
$1,785,000 proposed bond issue for a 
new Antioch High School was ex- 
pected at the board canvass of the 
votes on Wednesday night. 

The proposal was turned down by 
voters on Saturday by a 148 vote 
margin. . There were 1042 votes 
against the issue, 894 in favor. 

IT WAS NOT official what board 
action would be now but several 
I members agreed that the board 
would not come back with the same 
issue. Two courses are in view 
immediately, says Robert Denman, 
president of the school board. 

They are to drop the option on the 
50% acre site on Loon Lake Rd. and 
concentrate on additional facilities 
in Antioch; or drastically revise the 
plan for a new building qn the Lake 
Villa site. ' 

"WE'LL HAVE TO do something 
within the next three months," Den- 
man said. "We'll come up with 
something different," he promised. 
"Financially, an addition or new 
building at the present school may 
be better, but educationally, I don't 
think so," he said. 

The proposal was actually defeated 
in the Antioch precinct which 



showed 518 votes for and 814 ballots 
against the issue. The Lake Villa 
and Lindenhurst precincts favored 
the issue by almost 3-2. Denman 
said he felt that the location in Lake 
Villa township was the major reason 
for the defeat but he added "if the 
site had been half a mile north in 
Antioch Township, maybe the cost 
would have been the reason" (for 
its defeat.) 

IF THE BOARD decides to con- 
centrate " all efforts for expansion 
on the present property in Antioch, 
it will likely drop the option on the 
Lake Villa site, said the president. 
If the present school building has 
to be made larger, then the next 
school we build will have to be even 
closer to the Lake Villa population 
centers, he said. The option on the 
50 V& acre Loon Lake Rd. property 
expires on Aug. 1. 

Denman said he felt the school 
board did a good job with the pro- 
posal and came up with a good plan. 
He paid tribute to the residents also 
for coming out to vote. The 1,936 
votes cast was said to be the largest 
in a school referendum election in 
the Antioch. area. "The turnout 
Shows a lot of interest in school 
problems," Denman added.

It can be both, depending on who, 
and what it is used for. 

New foreign products will be 
shipped to United States. That is 
not news. It has been going on for 
years. In fact since the seas have 
been sailing ships. 

United States ships to the foreign 
countries, too. Looks like this is a 
two-way deal. In fact, I believe a 
lot of our hard-earned cash goes 
across the pond. Is not that where 
som of our tax money goes? . 

No harm in dealing with other 
countries, that is — if it is an honest 
deal. 

Noted remark about Japan work- 
er earns a little more than $1 per 
day. Do you want to bet that some 
of our manufacturers would do 
the same if they could get away 
with it? 

That brings up the question of 
unions. Again you have the good 
with the bad. We have to admit 
that the union has done and will do 
a lot of good. Also they can be 
miehty nasty too. 

We know that Japan puts the 
youngsters to work at an early a^e. 

We have a place in Antioch that 
has tried the same thing. No, not 
at 10 or 12 years, but at 14 and IS 
years. 

The people of the United States 
have every chance they wish to get 
an education. In the South, we 
wonder what is wrong. Maybe it 
could be "if no education" it is OK 
to pay poor wages. No education, 
may mean not qualified for better 
pay. Three dollars per hundred 
pounds for picking cotton. One has 
to work mighty hard to pick 300 
pounds in a day. That is $9 for a 
day of very hard work. 

Other work may pay from 65c to 
$1 an hour. Who can criticize 
a man for trying to make more 
money for the work he does? 

One has a right to go where he 
pleases to go. There is no reason 
why he should not get a good pay 
check if he is worth it. Regardless 
if he has gone to high school or not. 

If his work is not satisfactory, the 
employer does not have to keep him. 

Without an education it is hard 
for^ some people to put up a good 
argument. The Boss Man is usually 
a smooth talker. So he Is able to 
talk the poor worker into thinking 
he is so wrong but the Boss is Big 
Shot. Right Man. 

Our local pottery manufacturers 
worried? Why? I don't think the 
one is worried. Perhaps one of the 
local pottery manufacturers may be 
worried. Strange, for they have a 
right to buy foreign goods. They 
will' have- to pay for the goods. If 
they can get it cheap, and don't have 
to pay too high wages, I can not see 
any reason for them to be alarmed. 

Of course if a union should be 



organized in the plant, it may mean 
more wages. If the worker is worth 
it, why not let him have better 
wages? 

St. Lawrence Seaway — like any- 
thing else, it can be for the good, 
or bad. Let us hope that honesty 
will be the winner. Honesty in one- 
self is honesty with others.

Those of us that 
practice at St. Theresa's Hospital 
have the fullest co-operation of the 
Sisters and the hospital staff. Most 
hospital administrations these days, 
welcome the addition of more hospi- 
tal bed tso the community because 
of the acute shortage of those beds. 
We are in favor of a hospital in this 
area, and will suDport one. How- 
ever, most of us have reservations 
on many aspects of the present plan- 
ning, which we will be happy to 
discuss with the hospital board at 
any time.

How can the State of Illinois 
save money In its governmental op- 
erations? -M j 

I know I donH have all the an-! 
etwegr. But I think I have a few. | 

One is that there must be more 
pressure from ''folks back ; home" for 
economy In government I think it 
is good for all of us to be reminded; 
regularly that there are people con- 
cerned with the .constantly rising 
costs of government The pressure 
for ; spend i ng great ly . exceeds the 
pressure for saving money. The 
executive and legislative branches 
need to be reminded a little more 
often of public concern for excessive 
spending. -..'■ 

THIS DOES NOT mean that every 
Increase In the cost of government 
is wrong. But a proper balance is 
needed and is not always there. 

What are some' things needed to 
give us this balance in Illinois? 

1. A great evil in state govern- 
ment is setting aside money in spe- 
cial funds, known as "earmarked 
funds." Instead of putting all state 
income into one general fund and 
then spending, on the basis of need, 
all kinds of separate funds are 
created and money from these sepa- 
rate funds apparently seem less 
sacred than money from. the general 
revenue fund. 

I'.recall during my first term sub- 
mitting an amendment to eliminate 
a 885,000 decorative water fountain 
at the state fair from an. appropria- 
tion. I was defeated in this move. 
The argument used was not that 
the water fountain was needed,., but 
that the money for the water foun- 
tain comes out of the Agricultural 
Premium Fund "so it doesn't make 
any differe nce a nyway." 

ONE OF THE state senators last 
week said in a newspaper column 
that he was not going to oppose a 
needless state expenditure because 
it comes out of another of the ear- 
marked funds. 

I am convinced that the state loses 
millions of dollars each year because 
of the expensive habit of earmark- 
ing funds. 

2. Patronage is an expensive lux- 
ury when carried on to the extent 
it is in Illinois. "Whenever people 
are employed because they can pro- 
duce votes instead of being em- 
ployed because they can do a job 
well, the costs are tremendous. 
Illinois has many thousands of pa- 
tronage jobs. The Governor of Wis- 
consin, by comparison, I am told 
has control over about 25 jobs and 
the Governor of California over 60. 

3. Appropriations need to be re- 
duced in many cases. Appropria- 
tions committees of the House and 
Senate have no staff really to ex- 
amine the budgets and as a result 
intelligent voting on the budget is 
extremely, difficult. The budget in 
Illinois has grown from $1.2 billion 
to $2.4 billion in six years. Much 
of this has been in the needed areas 
of education and welfare, but many 
of the increases are hard to justify. 

THE APPROPRIATIONS for the 
secretary of state have risen rough- 
ly 133 per cent in six years. While 
our agricultural population has gone 



down, appropriations cin this field 
have doubled in six years. And I 
could go on with many more exam- 
ples. 

One of the difficulties is that be- 
cause the budget is such a compli- 
cated thing, many legislators appar- 
ently feel we must take the budget 
as proposed. As a result durlris/ 
my three terms in the' House I do 
not recall a single appropriation that 
has been substantially reduced. 

4.' Government officials ineed to 
be told by the administration and by 
legislators that needless: frills should 
be cut out, no matter how small the 
savings 'may seem. The Governor 
could start by eliminating little 
things like the signs at the end of 
each highway construction job 
which say that William G. Stratton 
Is Hhe Governor. Democrats 'have 
been as guilty of this type of thing as 
Republicans, but. no one can con- 
vince me that is necessary for doing 
a good job on the highway. The 
same thing goes for mass distribu- 
tion of expensive highway maps and 
many other such little things. But 
the little things add up to a tre- 
mendous total. . 

I don't expect that these sugges- 
tions will be accepted readily be- 
cause they tread' on too many sacred 
toes. But If we expect government 
expenditures - to fall in line with 
needs we'll have to step on some 
toes. , \

BVI Sales, Profits 
Up Despite Fire 

The lahnual (meeting of the stock- 
holders of : Burgess Vibrocraf t era, 
Inc., was ;held Saturday, May 9, at 
the temporary offices in Grayslake. 
The impressive ninth. annual report 
of the organization was reviewed' 
by Pres. George R. Bell. ^ 1 

During, the jyear ending Jan, 31, 
1959, BVI produced a net profit of 
$250,215, an improvement of abouf 
150 per cent oyer the previous year 
and an all-time high for the com-j 
pany. 

NET SALES of $3,743,035 were 75 
per cent above the previous fiscal 
year, Bell said. 

He stated that sales in the. com- 
pany's first quarter ending April 30, 
1959, were more than double sales 
during the first quarter of the 1958 
fiscal year. 

This improvement occurred even 
though a fire last New Year's Day 
completely ^destroyed BVI's plant 
and offices anGrayslake.

I know I don't have all the an- 
swers. But I think I have [* few. ~^j 

One is that there must be more 
pressure from "folks back home" for 
economy in government. I think it 
is good for all of us to be reminded 
regularly that there are people con-, 
earned with the constantly rising 
costs of government. The pressure 
for spending greatly exceeds the 
pressure for saving money. The 
executive and legislative branches 
need to be reminded a' little more 
often of public concern for {excessive] 
'spending. -^ \': ! -\!-T.. "'/T~-~- • Jj'H 

THIS DOES I NOT mean that every 
increase in the coat of government 
is wrong. But a proper balance is 
needed and is not always fthere. 1 ; 

What are some things needed ! to 
give .us this balance In Illinois? ;, 

li A great evil in state govern- 
ment is setting aside money in spe- 
cial funds, known as "earmarked 
funds." Instead of putting all state 
Income Into* one general fund and 
then spending on the basis of need, 
all kinds of separate funds are 
created and money from these sepa- 
rate funds apparently seem less 
sacred than money from the general 
revenue fund. 

I recall during my first term sub- 
mitting an amendment to eliminate 
a |55,000 decorative water fountain 
at the state fair from an appropria- 
tion. I was defeated In this move. 
The argument used was not that 
the water fountain was needed, but 
that the money for the water foun- 
tain comes out of the Agricultural 
Premium Fund "so it doesn't make 
any difference anyway." 

ONE OF THE state senators last 
week said in a newspaper column 
that he was not going to oppose a 
needless state expenditure because 
it comes out of another of the ear- 
marked funds. 

I am convinced that the state loses 
millions of dollars each year because 
of the expensive habit of earmark- 
ing funds. 

2. Patronage is an expensive lux- 
ury when carried on to the extent 
it is in Illinois. Whenever people 
are employed because they can pro- 
duce votes instead of being em- 
ployed because they can do a job 
well, the costs are tremendous. 
Illinois has many thousands of pa- 
tronage jobs. The Governor of Wis- 
consin, *y , cpmparisori'r r ' am told 
has control over about 25 jobs and 
the Governor of California over 60. 

3. Appropriations need to be re- 
duced in many cases. Appropria- 
tions committees of the House and 
Senate have no staff really to ex- 
amine the budgets arid as a result 
intelligent voting on the budget is 
extremely difficult. The budget in 
Illinois has grown from $1.2 billion 
to $2.4 billion in six years. Much 
of this has been in the needed areas 
of education and welfare, but many 
of the increases are hard to justify. 

THE APPROPRIATIONS for the 
secretary of state have risen rough- 
ly 133 per cent in six years. While 
our agricultural population has gone 
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down, appropriations Iriljthis field] 
have doubled in six ;yearsl | And I 
could go , on -with many more exam- 
ples, v . ■ '.4r- '-:-:— 

^Orie of the difficulties is that be- 
cause the budget is such a compli- 
cated thing, many legislators appar- 
ently feel we must take the budget 
as proposed. As la result, 1 during 
my three terms in the House I! do 
not recall a single appropriation that 
has been substantially reduced. ■ 

4. Government off icials need to 
be told by the administration and bv 
legislators that needless frills should! 
be cut out, no matter how small the 
savings 'may seem, The Governor! 
could start by eliminating ; little' 
things like the signs at the end of 
each highway construction job 
which say that William G. Stratton 
is the Governor. Democrats" have 
been as guilty of this type of thing as 
Republicans, but ho one can con- 
vince me that is necessary for doing; 
a good job on the highway.! The 
same thing goes for mass distribu- 
tion of expensive highway-maps and 
many other such little things. But 
the little. things add up to a tre- 
mendous total. , • 

I don't expect that these sugges- 
tions will be accepted readily be- 
cause they tread' on too many sacred 
toes. But if we expect government 
expenditures to fall in line with 
needs we'll have to step on some 
toes.
